a 



Locally elected Health Au¬ 
thority 5 board member Grant 
Hemming was named as a 
member of the Regional Health 
Authority Board #4 (Red Deer) 
on Feb. 28. Whether this is of¬ 
ficial word of Didsbury’s place¬ 
ment in the new health regions 
could not be verified by elected 
officials at press time. 

“I feel that having a local 
board member is a very posi¬ 
tive step for the Didsbury Hos¬ 
pital and I look forward to serv¬ 
ing on the new board with our 
friends throughout central Al¬ 
berta and especially our 
neighbors in the Olds area.” 
said Hemming. 

The new RHA#4 consists of 
the current David Thompson 
Region and parts of RHA#5, 
Crossroads and East Central 
and will become the third most 
populous health region in the 
province. 

Councils of the Town of 
Didsbury and Mountain View 
County have voted to seek 
alignment within the Calgary 
Health Region.

Lodges may lose PCA funding in Calgary Region

Didsbury's Aspen Ridge 
Lodge may not receive block 
funding for Personal Care As¬ 
sistants (PCAs) if Didsbury is 
moved into the Calgary Health 
Region. Mountain View Sen¬ 
ior's Housing CEO Doreen 
Wilson said last week. 

The David Thompson Health 
Region contributed just over 
$100,000 for seven PCAs last 


year for the Olds Lodge under 
a block funding formula. The 
new lodge in Didsbury, which 
will require more than seven 
PCAs for 24 hour care, would 
fall under different rules in the 
Calgary Health Region. 

"From what we have been 
able to find out they don't block 
fund for personal care the same 
way David Thompson does," 
said Wilson. 

In Calgary PCA services are 


contracted out to for-profit 
health care companies. An as¬ 
sessment is done on a per pa¬ 
tient basis and a private com¬ 
pany comes in to deliver to the 
specific needs of a lodge. 

The Aspen Ridge Lodge is 
unique in the fact it is desig¬ 
nated as an Assisted Living fa¬ 
cility. 'That means a PCA must 
be available 24 hours a day. 
Olds, on the other hand, has a 
PCA available from 7 a.m. to 11 


p.m. 

Wilson said with the Calgary 
system, also comes some un¬ 
knowns. Wilson said when a 
private company is in charge 
of PCAs, staff can change from 
week to week and that conti¬ 
nuity within the system is lack¬ 
ing. 

"It's a win/win situation to 
receive health authority fund¬ 
ing to hire your own staff," said 
Wilson, adding that health au¬ 


thorities are able to closer 
monitor the care seniors are re¬ 
ceiving. "There is more conti¬ 
nuity and the staff is there all 
the time. It is such a better 
system in our minds." 

Mountain View Seniors 
Housing is currently negotiat¬ 
ing with the David Thompson 
Health Region to renew block 
funding for the lodges under its 
jurisdiction.

Eliminating duplication key for 
local governments, says MLA

Eliminating duplication and 
looking to other models of mu¬ 
nicipalities are two ways Moun¬ 
tain View County and its urban 
centres can reach their highest 
potential, said Richard Marz, 
MLA for Olds/Didsbury/Three 
Hills. 

After a facilitated meeting 
between Chambers of Commerce 
and representatives from Moun¬ 
tain View County and its urban 
centres, many of those in attend¬ 
ance are looking forward to a 
brighter future of understand¬ 
ing between all 

stakeholders. 

With that comes understand¬ 
ing of other municipalities 
within the province, and their 
sharing agreements, said MLA 
for Olds'Didshury/Three Hills, 
Richard Marz. 

Marz attended the meeting, 
held Feb. 18, and under the di¬ 
rection of those in attendance 
Municipal Affairs was contacted 
to ask what assistance they 
might provide to bring rural and 
urban communities closer to see¬ 
ing common goals 
and to start thinking regionally. 

“I was encouraged by the 
willingness of all who attended 
in their openness to discuss 
these things and be willing to 
take these things a step farther,” 
said Marz. 

In that light, he confirmed 
Municipal Affairs will be offer¬ 
ing some support. 

“Municipal Affairs is not 
there to drive any particular 
agenda but would be there to 
provide resource and personnel 
and different models of munici¬ 
palities,” said Marz. 

He said Municipal Affairs 
has contacted the facilitator 
from Sundre and they have 
agreed to have someone from 
their department’s Dispute Reso¬ 
lution 

Program attend the next 
meeting, which will hopefully be 
scheduled for some time in 
March. 

A point of possible duplica¬ 
tion brought up by Evan Par¬ 
liament, Didsbury CAO, is the 
number of elected representative 
in this area. Between Mountain 
View County and all the urban 
centres there are 38 elected offi¬ 
cials representing roughly 
27,000 people. 

“To me that is too much gov¬ 
ernment,” said Parliament. 

“We have six CAOs, six ad¬ 
ministrations and 38 elected of¬ 
ficials for a population no larger 
than the city of Airdrie - I’m not 


saying this is good or bad. I’m 
just saying it is a fact that 
should be looked at,” he said. 

He said his point in all this is 
that currently, in his opinion, 
there is a problem with the cur¬ 
rent governance structure that 
has to do with wealth and abil¬ 
ity to pay. 

Looking at other models of 
municipalities may provide ex¬ 
amples for this region in their 
efforts to see things regionally, 
said Marz. 

Strathcona, a specialised 
municipality north of Edmon¬ 
ton. provides an example at the 
other end of the spectrum to 
Mountain View County. 

Strathcona’s Mayor, Vern 
Hartwell is one of eight elected 
officials who govern a popula¬ 
tion of more than 71.986. 

Within this special municipal¬ 
ity are eight hamlets, the larg¬ 
est being Sherwood Park, which 
boasts a population more than 
50,000 and other smaller ham¬ 
lets ranging from populations of 
91 to 504. 

Hartwell said this form of gov¬ 
ernment allows his council to 
govern both the rural and ur¬ 
ban communities with the same 
governance model, all under the 
same scenario. He said council¬ 
lors are chosen geographically 
based on population. He said all 
hamlets maintain their identity 
while sharing evenly through¬ 
out the region. 

“We find the specialised mu¬ 
nicipality status gives us an op¬ 
portunity to govern more eco¬ 
nomically than if we were sepa¬ 
rate entities. We believe we are 
well managed and this is a sys¬ 
tem that works well for us,” said 
Hartwell. 

Close to their model of a mu¬ 
nicipality is Wood Buffalo which 
encompasses Fort McMurray, a 
community with a population of 
47,240. 

Tracey Welsh, public informa¬ 
tion officer for Wood Buffalo, 
said Fort McMurray decided to 
amalgamate with 10 other 
smaller communities in 1995. 

In Wood Buffalo one council 
with 11 elected representatives 
govern a total population of 
58,317. Councillors are chosen 
by geographical area, four ru¬ 
ral (two from the north area and 
two from the south) and six ur¬ 
ban with one mayor elected at 
large. 

Welsh said there were oil com¬ 
panies in one area bringing in a 
lot of money and since the pro- 
vincially directed amalgamation 
all the communities share 
equally. 


She said each of their smaller 
communities have retained their 
identities. Stergin is a county 
more closely compared to ours 
as it has five towns within its 
boundaries, each represented by 
a council containing five or 
seven elected officials. 

Stergin’s method of sharing 
with its urban communities is 
in the form of a rural/urban 
grant, said Larry Kirkpatrick, 
County Commissioner. 

All the towns receive the same 
amount, approximately $40,000, 
which does result in complaints 
from bigger centres like 
Morinville, population 6,500, 
who receive the same amount as 
the Town of Legal, population 
1 , 100 . 

“There are complaints from 
Morinville, they don’t like 
that,” said Kirkpatrick. “But 
that is what our county council 
has decided to do.” 

fhe grant is negotiated every 
three years. At this time 25 per 
cent is given with conditions and 
the rest can be spent however 
the town sees fit, said 
Kirkpatrick. 

Marz said Wood Buffalo and 
Strathcona did form a special¬ 
ised municipalities, as did 
Drumheller, for different rea¬ 
sons but all result in the equal 
sharing of wealth between all 
the communities in their region. 

“We all recognize there are 
challenges, federally, provin- 
cially and municipally, in meet¬ 
ing our budgets,” said Marz. 

“We can’t keep doing things 
the same way here, let’s look at 
different models and different 
ways of doing things. 

“If we find something that 
works better for us and the tax¬ 
payers we serve, then let’s try 
it. If it doesn’t work we can back 
away and try something else,” 
he concluded.

A committee should be struck 
to find ways to enhance serv¬ 
ices in the Didsbury Hospital, 
elected Health Authority mem¬ 
ber Grant Hemming told Dids¬ 
bury Town Council at Feb. 24 
regular Council meeting. 

"It is my proposal that this 
Council create a continuing 
committee, with a limited 
number of members from our 
Town and District, and charge 
this committee with the respon¬ 
sibility of working with the Re¬ 
gional Health Board in finding 
ways to enhance services in our 
hospital." said Hemming in a del¬ 
egation with Council. 

The comments, which were 
read off a four page prepared 
statement, came shortly before 
Council passed a motion to seek 
alignment with the Calgary 
Health Region. 

Hemming said the committee 
would report back to Council on 
a regular basis and should try 
to accomplish its goals in a posi¬ 
tive manner. 

"This committee must work 
constructively and cooperatively 
with the board and be pro-ac¬ 
tive and not reactive in resolv¬ 
ing issues," said Hemming. 
"They must not get bogged down 
with daily operational issues 
but must maintain a long range 
vision. They must deal in the 
future and leave the past be¬ 
hind. 

"Any improvement or in¬ 
crease in the services offered in 
this hospital will be driven by a 
local initiative." 

Hemming said that whether 
the Didsbury Hospital retains 
its current status, gains, re¬ 
gains or loses services depends 
on the leadership of Town 
Council and favourable interac¬ 
tion with the new board. 

Town Council didn't deal 
with the idea of establishing a 
committee at the regular Coun¬ 
cil meeting, but Mayor Dorothy 
Moore believes it will be ad¬ 
dressed in the future. 

She said she thought the idea 
of being positive and helpful and 
active, not reactive would go a 
long way. 

"I thought (Council) was 
very receptive to the idea," said 
Moore. 

Moore said she, along with 
other Councillors, will have to 
wait and see how everything 
pans out as far as what Health 
Authority Didsbury will be in, 
but believes Council will ad¬ 
dress the committee idea in the 
future. 

"I think we can count on our 
community to behind the hos¬ 
pital and participate in enhanc¬ 
ing it any way they can."

County moves forward with 
implimenting GIS system 


System to be 
phased in over 
three years

Implementing a Geographi¬ 
cal Information System (GIS) 
will be a time consuming and 
costly investment for Moun¬ 
tain View County, one that 
council hopes will be worth 
every penny. 

In a presentation to coun¬ 
cil, Feb. 26, Bernie Dick from 
Systems Consulting, out of 
Edmonton, said the guide his 
firm has developed will be used 
by the to-be-formed GIS steer¬ 
ing committee and county ad¬ 
ministration. 

Through a series of work¬ 
shops a framework for GIS 
was drafted and confirmed; 
management direction and 
guidelines were developed and 
technical and policy direc¬ 
tions were developed. Dick 
reported that, so far, the proc¬ 
ess undertaken by the county 
has consisted of excellent in¬ 
ter-agency participation by 
emergency services within the 
county. 

Dick presented a three- 
year-plan, outlining the de¬ 
pendencies for implementa¬ 


tion of the system. 

He said viewing/simple ap¬ 
plications would be quickly 
implemented once the founda¬ 
tion data is in place; but com¬ 
plex applications will require 
more investment and multiple 
sources of foundation data. 
Simple applications for GIS 
will provide data to access 
permits, land titles, water 
sources for fire fighting, 
views of oil and gas facilities, 
right of ways, pipelines and 
many other uses. Complex ap¬ 
plications will allow the 
county to track employee lo¬ 
cations and provide naviga¬ 
tion for emergency response 
vehicles. 

Foundation data allowing 
all this, will come from exist¬ 
ing maps, aerial photos and 
county address information. 

The implementation is ex¬ 
pected to be: 

Year one: parcel maps, 
viewing/simple applications 
using parcel maps and aerial 
photomaps. 

Year two: road maps, ad¬ 
dress base, public works op¬ 
erations and vehicle tracking. 

Year three: new aerial 
photo map and emergency ve¬ 
hicle navigation. 

Total expense for this 
project will set the county 
back $254,000 with an annual 
expense of $124,000 in direct 
costs and another $106,500 in 


capital cost to implement 
year three with an annual op¬ 
erating expense of $27,275. 

Bringing GIS to Mountain 
View County has been in the 
planning stages since 1997. In 
2002 council expressed an in¬ 
terest to take GIS technology 
all the way with Automated 
Vehicle Location (AVL). 
GIS will provide the county 
and its partners with timely 
access to appropriate infor¬ 
mation for planning, making 
decisions, and communicating 
with the public, council and 
stakeholders. 

The public will be able to 
access information, and pro¬ 
vide information to assist 
them in making decisions. 

GIS will make appropriate 
use of technology to support 
business functions and help 
share and produce informa¬ 
tion. 

The GIS steering commit¬ 
tee will consist of representa¬ 
tives from the county, other 
municipalities and external 
partners who will be sharing 
their data. 

Open houses to discuss the 
municipal development plan 
are scheduled for: March 4 at 
the Sundre Seniors Centre; 
March 6, Melvin Hall; March 
10, Reed Ranch school and 
March 13 at the Bergen Com¬ 
munity Hall. All open houses 
will run from 5 p.m. to 9 p.m.

Albertans should practice what they preach 


Albertans often complain about federal poli¬ 
tics - and with good reason. In the past 40 years 
Canada's Parliament had been slowly stripped 
of its powers. Today most MPs simply obey the 
Prime Minister. Debates are largely irrelevant. 
The outcomes of votes are a foregone conclu¬ 
sion. Free votes are nonexistent. The Prime Min¬ 
ister picks the Senators, the Supreme Court 
judges, and the federal election date, which is 
most advantageous to him politically. 

But what about Alberta's Legislature? When 
was the last time that MLAs debated a signifi¬ 
cant bill inside Alberta's Legislature and the 
outcome of the vote on that bill was uncertain? 

Alberta's MLAs cannot be held accountable, 
because only they themselves know how they 
voted inside the Government Caucus, and in 
meetings of Standing Policy Committees on 
which only Government MLAs serve. Having 
been developed and decided behind closed doors, 
policies are presented to the Legislature as a 
done deal and then duly voted through. Taxpay¬ 
ers don’t have the chance to hear the arguments 
for and against these policies, or to know how 
their MLA voted. Transparency and accountabil¬ 
ity are the missing elements of democracy in Al¬ 
berta today, just like in Ottawa federally. 

However, the door is open to Albertans to 
continue pressing their MLAs for the right to 
initiate and vote in referendums on important 
issues. A 2001 Environics poll revealed that 79 c i 
of Albertans want this kind of direct democracy 
legislation, which provides citizens in Switzer¬ 
land, Italy, New Zealand, British Columbia, and 
23 American states with greater accountability. 
Citizens' initiative provides accountability by 
empowering taxpayers with a direct say on is¬ 
sues that affect them. 

Albertans should also press their MLAs for 


taxpayer protection legislation, which 8391 of 
Albertans want, according to a 2002 JMCK poll. 
Currently in Alberta, politicians can increase 
taxes at any time for any reason, even if this 
breaks an unequivocal pre-election promise, like 
Premier Klein promising us that "the only way 
taxes are going is down." Taxpayer protection 
legislation would require tax increases (and new 
taxes) to be approved by voters before taking 
effect. This would force politicians to explain and 
justify proposed tax increases to those who must 
pay the bills. 

Citizens' initiative legislation and taxpayer 
protection legislation would go a long ways to¬ 
wards curing Alberta’s democratic deficit. Al¬ 
berta should lead by example with other reforms 
as well: fixed dates for elections; free votes in 
the Legislature on all bills; and allowing MLAs 
of all parties to serve on Standing Policy Com¬ 
mittees (not just Government MLAs, as is the 
case now). 

Actions speak louder than words. If Albertans 
don't practice democratic accountability them¬ 
selves in their own Legislature, how can they 
demand (or expect) real reform in Ottawa? 

Premier Klein might continue to ignore the 
four fifths of Albertans who want citizens' ini¬ 
tiative legislation and taxpayer protection legis¬ 
lation. But Albertans have the final say at the 
ballot box. A government which rejects trans¬ 
parency and accountability can be rejected by 
voters. 

A healthy and vibrant democracy in Alberta - 
with real transparency and real accountability - 
will put some real pressure on Ottawa to clean 
up its act as well.

Missionaries facing water problems in Nigeria 


Dear Family and Friends, 

We have been trying to walk 
every morning and evening. We 
don’t always make it twice each 
day. Dan usually goes a bit far¬ 
ther than I do. It has been good 
to get up and go walking at 6:15 
or so in the morning. For one 
thing it is cool then. It is a nice 
time to talk also. It is usually 
just getting light by the time we 
start so we get to see a bit of the 
sunrise colors some mornings. 
One morning it appeared to be 
foggy but as it got lighter we 
realized that it was harmattan. 
The fine dirt in the air made eve¬ 
rything look a hazy brownish 
grey Every surface is also cov¬ 
ered with the dust so that I don’t 
even want to touch anything. 
Even our hands smell like dirt. 
It has continued to be dusty 

Right now the Jacaranda 
trees are in bloom and the 
ground underneath is covered in 
lavender and purple flowers. I 
really want to get a good picture 
of the trees against a blue sky 
but we haven’t had blue sky for 
a while. The lavender flowers 
and green leaves against a clear 
blue sky are quite striking. To¬ 
night, at least, it is cooler. The 
winds have picked up a bit and 
the temperature has dropped. 

It has actually been difficult 
sleeping recently since the tem¬ 
perature has stayed pretty high 
even through the night. You 
have to decide which of two 
negative situations you want. 
Leave the windows open to get 
what little breeze there is and 
you get the dust as well or close 
the window and deal with the 
heat. We choose the take the dust 
with the air. The dust and w’ind 
also mean low humidity. My 
hands feel dirty all the time so I 
wash a lot but then they get dried 
and cracked so I slather on the 
hand cream. 

One thing all this dust and 
dryness does do is help us un¬ 
derstand why when someone 
was invited home is Bible times, 
the host would provide water and 
towels for washing feet. The dry. 
dusty roads there would be 
much like here and it is amaz¬ 
ing how refreshing washing 
your feet in cool water can be 
when it is hot. Just a little feet 
soaking in cool can be almost as 
good as a cool shower especially 
when a shower isn't available. 

Water has again become a 
problem. We were without wa¬ 
ter most of the day, though it is 
back tonight. We have had to 
have tankers in this week be¬ 
cause water from the city has not 
been sufficient. We are not the 
only ones without. Some of the 
teachers here have not had wa¬ 
ter for several days. We always 
keep a small drum of water for 
just such time as these. At least, 
we can then wash hands and 
flush toilets. 

Zanuba, one of the grade 12 
girls started a business for her 
Intro, to Business class. She de¬ 
cided she would offer Tae-Bo 
classes three nights a week. We 
pay about 25 cents Canadian for 


each class. I have been going 
twice a week and it hccs been fun 
though I feel like a total klutz. 
All the rest of the ladies in the 
class are 17 or 18 year old high 
school students with one other 
adult who is in her early 20’s. I 
am old enough to be their 
mother. I have been a bit sore 
the past two weeks but I am be¬ 
ginning to get the hang of it. It 
seems like quite a violent form 
of exercise, all the kicking and 
punching. The high school girls 
really like it and it is good exer¬ 
cise so I will continue. It is good 
for me but it also a good way to 
support the students and get to 
know them better. I am proud 
of Zanuba as well. She isn’t our 
strongest student academically 
but she is a hard worker who 
gets good grades. She recently 
got accepted to the university 
she wants to go to and received 
a scholarship as well. She 
wasn’t sure she would get ac¬ 
cepted or have enough money 
to go but now it not only looks 
possible but very probable. 

This past Saturday was the 


annual carnival. This is the first 
year that I know of that the car¬ 
nival has had a theme. The car¬ 
nival is put on by the grade 10 
students and they tied each of 
the games and activities to a 
fairy tale and dressed the parts. 
There was a steady flow of chil¬ 
dren participating in the games 
and from what we could see and 
hear they all were having a good 
time. I think the water activi¬ 
ties and the zip line were the 
highlights of the day. It was hot 
enough that I was almost will¬ 
ing to volunteer for the dunk 
tank or to be the target for the 
wet sponge throw. Dan and I 
sold tickets for an hour and 
helped support the class by eat¬ 
ing hot dogs and cinnamon rolls. 

Basketball season will be 
coming to an end this week. The 
final tournament will take place 
this Friday and Saturday. I have 
enjoyed watching the games and 
watching as they students pro¬ 
gressed from a group of individu¬ 
als playing for their “glory” to 
a team that worked together for 
the teams’ best. The boys var¬ 


sity team has played some older 
men’s teams and really had to 
work to do well. There have 
been some close, exciting games 
and our guys have not won 
them all. It has been neat to see 
their sportsmanship when 
things have not gone their way 
especially when some of the ref- 
ing has been the best. It has 
also been an opportunity for the 
team to share gospel tracts and 
AIDS / Abstinence tracts with 
the visiting teams. AIDS edu¬ 


cation has become one of the 
projects both the sports minis¬ 
try group and the National 
Honor Society have taken on this 
year. This is something that is 
vitally needed here in Nigeria. 
Please pray for the effectiveness 
of these programs.

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FIRE AUTHORITIES 

County Council will 
look at Fire Service 
Policy again

Mountain View County 
Council will take a second 
look at a Fire Service Policy 
at March's meeting before it 
is sent to urban centres and 
fire chiefs for additional com¬ 
ments. 

The draft policy, which 
stresses the fact that depart¬ 
ments within the County are 
made up of volunteers and 
that expectations take that 
fact into consideration, was 
deferred at the Feb. 26 regu¬ 
lar Council meeting in order 
to give administration a 
chance to tweak the document 
after Councillors expressed 
their concerns. 

Most concerns addressed 
wording issues and no major 
objections to the policy were 
made. 

Assistant Commissioner 
Tony Martins said the chal¬ 
lenge in creating the policy 
was coming up with some¬ 
thing that applied to all of the 
departments - which the 
smallest among them could 
comply with. 

The proposed policy makes 
it clear that Mountain View 
County residents expect that 
there would be a response 
made by fire fighters when 
their is an emergency, but rec¬ 
ognizes that because the de¬ 
partments are made up of vol¬ 
unteers that responses 


hinges on certain variables. 

"Due to the Volunteer na¬ 
ture of the Fire Departments, 
response is dependent on the 
availability of volunteers, re¬ 
sources and mutual aid agree¬ 
ments," states the draft policy. 

Under the heading of 
"Training" the statement is 
made that because the Fire 
Departments are of a volun¬ 
teer nature, it may not be pos¬ 
sible to require each Volun¬ 
teer to achieve or maintain a 
certain level of training and 
that training requirements 
are determined by each fire 
department, taking into con¬ 
sideration Volunteer avail¬ 
ability or ability to take train¬ 
ing and financial resources. 

Martins said the volunteer 
was frequent throughout the 
document to address liability 
issues. He said because of the 
restrictions of a "volunteer" 
fire department there could be 
no guarantee of how many 
fire fighters would respond to 
each incident. 

The policy also deals with 
issues such as water supply, 
equipment maintenance, dis¬ 
patch and Rural Fire District 
areas. 

County Commissioner 
Harold Johnsrude recom¬ 
mended Council have a sec¬ 
ond look at the policy at this 
month’s Council meeting be¬ 
fore sending it to Urban mu¬ 
nicipalities for their input.

Instead of using individual 
computer terminals or laptops, 
students will access the central 
computer by sliding the card in 
a reader attached to the com¬ 
puter screen and keyboard. 

Once inserti"d, the server will 
be able to feed all the materials 
that student had last worked 
on to that terminal. 

The technology differs from 
typical computer lab setups in 
that the thin client’s computer 
processing and data storage 
capacities, the computer’s 
brains, are not housed in each 
terminal. Rather, the software 
is. housed gt tl)e ce.njral hub,

Table

January. February and March are the soup months. After 
the excesses of the holidays we need simpler fare, less fat, 
less sugar, hearty, healthy, basic food. Soup. 

For the Pioneers and the Homesteaders soups and stews 
were on the menu most of the time. 1 know a man who swears 
that his English immigrant mother kept the same kettle of 
soup going from October to June. She just kept adding what¬ 
ever she could scrounge and her children dipped out bowls 
full of whatever floated to the top. The kids were rarely ill 
and they all grew up strong and healthy. 

When I was a kid we ate a lot of soup in the winter months 
because there were root vegetables in the cellar and nothing 
was allowed to go to waste. Dad was a big game hunter so 
the soup base was usually elk or moose and maybe 1 imagine 
it but it seems to me that wild game made for a darker broth 
than beef does. Mom used carrots, onions and turnip which 
was okay but she and dad liked pearl barley and parsnips 
both of which I hated. Pm sure it was perfectly lovely soup 
but I can remember telling Mom that when I grew up and 
had my own house I would never, ever, ever, make soup, let 
alone eat it. 

I make soup often. Chicken soup with lots of vegetables 
and fat dumplings dusted with paprika, beef noodle soup so 
full of vegetables that it might as well be a stew, potato and 
leek soup with a milk base, minestrone with everything and 
extra garlic. Last week I made potato cabbage soup that was 
really excellent, and if you add frozen wontons, slivered car¬ 
rots and snow peas to Lipton Chicken Noodle it’s not bad. 
Once in a while I get really fancy and do my favorite curried 
parsnip and pear soup and then there is Mulligatawny and 
Borscht and Broccoli and Cauliflower with and without 
cheese. 1 make a nice fruit soup that can be eaten either hot 
or cold and once I tried to impress visitors with Cantaloupe 
soup but I wont do that again. It was awful. 

A couple of Christmases ago I was given a plastic bag of 
mixed beans, green peas, lentils and pearl barley and the recipe 
for "Dutchess Manor” friendship soup. I put the package 
away with every intention of making the soup soon but this 
is not the kind of soup you whip up for lunch. The beans 
have to be washed and soaked overnight, then in the morn¬ 
ing you drain them, add a bouillon cube and Vz a pound of 
ham, simmer for 2 Vz hours and then add onion, lemon juice, 
salt, pepper, a can of tomatoes, chili powder and simmer for 
another 30 minutes. A rather large commitment for soup but 
I made it up on Friday and Saturday and it is good. There 
will be soup for lunch several times next week. 

Martha Stewart would consider the Dutchess Manor soup 
child’s play. She would have perked it up with an infusion of 
wild mushroom stock and probably picked the mushrooms 
herself. I could make a complete meal for twelve while she is 
preparing her “basic stock.” Her soups are so complicated 
and call for such weird ingredients that most ordinary mortals 
would not even attempt them. Basic stock requires things 
like “several sprigs of flat leaf parsley, fresh thyme and oregano, 
a bulb of fennel cut into large chunks, fennel seeds (toasted) 
and serrano chili. The actual soup may call for porcini mush¬ 
rooms. soha noodles, piloncillo and fresh kale. I don’t think 
my Co-Op carries Soba noodles, they do have flat leafed pars¬ 
ley and maybe they have some form of fennel too, I have 
never asked. 

A dedicated researcher could spend years trying to cata¬ 
logue soup and never be finished. From the delicate consomme 
that floats 3 carrot slivers and 4 slices of green onion on 
through the cream soups and the fruit soups, hot and cold 
soups, and probably finishing with whatever 
that was on the back of the Pioneer ladies cookstove, soup 
remains so basic and so varied as to defy classification. 1 like 
soup and I hereby apologize to my Mom for telling her that 1 
hated it.

The green, green grass of 
home: starting a new lawn

Having a healthy, lush lawn 
is probably one of the most de¬ 
sirable parts of a homeowner's 
landscape. When you consider 
that most lawns act as play 
areas, picnic sites, party set¬ 
tings or even quiet sitting 
rooms' it isn't any wonder that 
we strive for healthy, vigorous 
turf. A lot of us take on the 
maintenance of existing lawns 
when we rent or purchase a 
home, but there are many peo¬ 
ple who take on the task of in¬ 
stalling a lawn and this is 
where we will begin. 

There are two ways to estab¬ 
lish a new lawn - sodding, 
which has 'instant' aesthetic 
results and is usable in 2 to 3 
weeks or seeding, which does 
not provide aesthetic instantly, 
is usable in 10 to 15 weeks and 
requires a bit more care and 
attention than laying sod. Both 
approaches have the potential 
to create a beautiful lawn with 
neither technique being supe¬ 
rior to the other. However, 
seeding does have the advan¬ 
tage of being a lot less expen¬ 
sive than laying sod. 

If necessary, the first step in 
constructing your lawn deals 
with the sub-grade, which is the 
existing soil that will be helow 
your new topsoil. If you already 
have a good depth of topsoil and 
there is no need to adjust slope 
or remove a lot of debris, then 
this step isn't needed. If, how¬ 
ever, you do need to adjust 
your sub-grade, then any exist¬ 
ing topsoil should be removed 
first. Remove as many existing 
weeds in the sub-grade as pos¬ 
sible and then do rough grad¬ 
ing. This is done to establish 
drainage patterns and remove 
debris such as rocks, stumps 
and other undesirable matter; 
eliminates irregularities, un¬ 
wanted slopes and depressions. 
When you are rough grading 
you should make sure that the 
ground slopes away from the 
house at a rate of about a 1-foot 
rise in every 30 feet. Another 
thing to keep in mind during 
this step is to avoid compact¬ 
ing the soil as much as possi¬ 
ble. Keep all unnecessary foot- 
traffic off the area and use light¬ 
weight equipment. 

The next step is to install 
your topsoil. When purchasing 
soil you should make sure that 
it is screened loam with com¬ 
post, manure or peat moss, and 
has added sand. A good, strong 
lawn requires at least 10 to 15 
cm of topsoil after settling. As 
discussed in my last article, soil 
health is the starting point for 
healthy gardens and this in¬ 
cludes lawns regardless of 
whether sod or seed is being 
used. Once you have ensured 
that your soil is healthy and 
has what is necessary to sup¬ 
port healthy turf, the next step 
should be weed control. 

Weed control at this stage of 
creating a new lawn will help 
to reduce weed problems in the 
future. It is important to reduce 


the seed bank' - the stores of 
weed seeds in the soil. The best 
way to do this is to till the area, 
rake it smooth and then water 
it. It will take a week or two 
for the weeds to sprout. Once 
they have sprouted there are a 
couple ways to deal with them. 
Using a vinegar/hot water so¬ 
lution, spray the weeds, wait a 
couple of days and then using 
a hoe, shallowly cultivate the 
area Another method is hand- 
pull the weeds and then culti¬ 
vate with hoe, or you can just 
shallowly cultivate the area 
with a hoe. Once this has been 
done, you should wait another 
couple of weeks to allow for a 
further germination of weed 
seeds then do the above vinegar- 
spray and/or cultivation proc¬ 
ess again. By following these 
steps you will eliminate most 
of the weed seeds in the soil. It 
does mean putting off actually 
getting your lawn started but 
is a very worthwhile task in 
that it will reduce the amount 
of time you spend weeding your 
lawn during and after estab¬ 
lishment. Once you have taken 
care of the existing weed seed 
bank it's time to do final grad¬ 
ing. 

Final grading is done next 
and should be done just before 
seeding or laying sod. Remove 
any surface stones and alter¬ 
nately hand-rake and roll (us¬ 
ing a water roller) to firm the 
planting bed until surface foot¬ 
prints are minimal. Minor ad¬ 
justments, such as eliminating 
localized depressions, can be 
made at this time. Also at this 
time, it would be a good idea to 
add a turf starter fertilizer. This 
can be added just before the fi¬ 
nal raking, so that it is incor¬ 
porated into the top half-inch 
of the topsoil. 

Whether you are using seed 
or sod, the next task is to ap¬ 
ply it. Make sure that your top¬ 
soil is moist (not wet) when you 
sow seed or lay sod. Keep in 
mind, that if you are using seed 
you need to be planting in ei¬ 
ther late spring/early summer 
or late summer/early fall. Lay¬ 
ing sod can be done any time 
from spring until mid-October 
in chinook areas, providing 
that there will be at least 6 
weeks before freeze up in order 
to fully establish. 

When choosing seed, look for 
a seed mix that is appropriate 
to the growing conditions. 
Most garden centres have staff 
that can help you make the 
right choice. To apply the seed 
evenly, divide it into 2 equal 
amounts and sow one half in 
one direction and the other half 
in the opposite direction (at 
right angles). It is possible to 
do this by hand but you will get 
a more even seeding if you use 
a broadcast spreader. After you 
have put down the seed rake it 
lightly in one direction and 
then roll it with a water roller 
to make sure that there is good 
contact between the seed and 
the soil. For the first 4 to 6 
weeks you must keep the top 5 


cm ( 1 inch) of soil moist at all 
times. You don't want to wash 
away the seed so avoid creat¬ 
ing puddles or using a strong 
spray. Light, frequent watering 
- using a mister type of sprin¬ 
kler would be good - should be 
done until the seeds germinate 
and the seedlings become estab¬ 
lished. Do not mow your new 
lawn until the grass is at least 
3 1/2 inches high and do not 
remove more than 1 inch of the 
height. 

When purchasing sod, make 
sure that you buy from a repu¬ 
table company that uses a turf 
blend appropriate for your 
area. The sod should be in¬ 
stalled as soon as it is delivered. 
If you can't avoid a delay, keep 
the sod slightly moist and store 
it in a cool, shady area. Do not 
delay longer than a day. You 
should start laying sod at a 
straight, solid edge like a 
sidewalk or building and try to 
avoid walking on the bare soil 
as much as possible. Lay the 
sod with the edges tightly to¬ 
gether but not overlapping. 
The rows of sod should be stag¬ 
gered in a brick-like pattern so 
that the joints aren't one con¬ 
tinuous line.

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QUESTION: Last week, you explained the first nine 
principles of your “Love Must Be Tough” philosophy.

If you require physical perfection in your mate, he or 
she may make the same demands of you. Neither of you 
will retain it for long. 

Don’t let love escape you because of the false values of 
your culture. 

13. If genuine love has escaped you thus far, don’t be¬ 
gin believing “no one would ever want me.” That is a 
deadly trap that can destroy you emotionally! 

Millions of people are looking for someone to love. The 
problem is finding one another! 

14. Regardless of how brilliant the love affair has been, 
take time to “check your assumptions” with your partner 
before committing yourself to marriage. It is surprising 
how often men and women plunge toward matrimony with¬ 
out ever becoming aware of major differences in expecta¬ 
tion between them. 

15. Sexual familiarity can be deadly to a relationship. 
In addition to the many moral, spiritual and physical rea¬ 
sons for remaining virgins until marriage, there are nu¬ 
merous psychological and interpersonal advantages as well. 
Though it’s an old-fashioned notion, perhaps, it is still 
true that men do not respect “easy” women and often be¬ 
come bored with those who have held nothing in reserve. 
Likewise, women often disrespect men who have only one 
thing on their minds. 

Both sexes need to remember how to use a very ancient 
word. It’s pronounced “NO!” 

16. Country singer Tom T. Hall wrote a song in which 
he revealed an understanding of the concept we have been 
describing. 

His lyric read, “If you hold love too loosely then it flies 
away; if you hold lov. j too tightly, it’ll die. It’s one of the 
mysteries of life.” 

Hall’s observation is accurate. If the commitment be¬ 
tween a mai and a woman is given insufficient impor¬ 
tance in their lives, it will wither like a plant without 
water. 

The whole world knows that much. But fewer lovers 
seem to realize that extreme dependency can be just as 
deadly to a love affair. It has been said that the person 
who needs the other least will normally be in control of 
the relationship. 1 believe that to be true. 

17. There is nothing about marriage that eliminates 
the basic need for freedom and respect in romantic inter¬ 
actions. 

Keep the mystery and the dignity in your relationship. 
If the other partner begins to feel trapped and withdraws 
for a time, grant him or her some space and pull back 
yourself. 

Do not build a cage around that person. Instead, re¬ 
lease your grip with confidence while never appeasing im¬ 
morality or destructive behavior. 

These are the basics of the “Love Must Be Tough” con¬ 
cept. I could list another 100 suggestions, but you get the 
idea.

of several churches in the com¬ 
munity. These include: Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church, the Chinook Winds 
Christian Centre, Bergthal 
Mennonite Church, and St. 
Cyprian’s Anglican Church.” 
It’s a combination of prayer, 
music and reflection,” says 
Nourse. “As host Church this 
year, I will be doing a sermon 
and all of the hymns played at 
the service will be chosen by 
women from each of the vari¬ 
ous congregations.” 

The event is organized na¬ 
tionally by the Women’s Inter- 
Church Council of Canada. It

Women had no 
rights at the time, not 
even to go out to shop. 
Parvana had her hair 
cut short and dressed 
like a boy so she could 
get out to shop and also 
to help make some 
money for her family. 

The story ends with 
Parvana and her father 
on a truck headed for a 
refugee camp. There is a 
lot more to this story 
but it makes us realize 
we are lucky to live in 
Canada and have our 


freedom.

Use a carpet or utility knife 
to cut off any dry edges and to 
cut sod to fit into small or ir¬ 
regularly shaped spots. Once all 
the sod is laid, sprinkle topsoil 
or a sand/peatmoss mixture on 
the joints to fill them in. Using 
a water roller, roll the entire 
area to help overcome any 
problems with poor joints or 
bumpiness. Sod must remain 
moist for 3 - 4 weeks to become 
properly established, with the 
moisture extending to a depth 
of about 6 to 8 inches. Do not 
mow new sod for at least 2 
weeks, and preferably, as with 
seeded lawns, not until the 
grass is at least 3 inches high. 
Do not cut off more than 1 
inch. 

Now you have a lawn that 
you can enjoy, mow and water. 
It will be necessary to spend 
some time caring for your lawn 
on an ongoing basis but with 
the right start and proper care 
you can reduce how much time 
you spend to maintain a beau¬ 
tiful area of turf. The next ar¬ 
ticle will give you the head’s up 
on proper and responsible lawn 
maintenance. Until then have 
fun, plan your garden and 
dream of spring.
